We will send you 
copies of any specific records you have requested that may become available 
in the futtbe. . 

Enclosed are copies of (l) Commission Document 12, pages 1-3, which 
includes a report of an interview by Special Agent Kaack with Mrs. Jesse 
Garner on page 3; and (2) a complete copy of the back of Garner Exhibit 1.
